The Beaue Stratagem, from the bustle and merriment with which 
it abounds, has kept possession of the stage for 130 years, and is al- 
ways, when tolerably well acted, received with favor, though its plot 
is not of a moral tendency, nor is the dialogue very witty. It was 
performed here last night, and if we judge from the Jaughter and ap- 
plause which attended its progress, afforded great delight to the spec- 
tators, who we are sorry tosay were not numerous. Jones takes great 
pains with the part of Archer, perhaps too much, for he appears to 
wish to make up for his deficiency of youthful spirits and gatete de 
ceur, by incessant bustle and activity. Scrud is the best thing that 
Keeley does ; his ungainly foppish imitation of Mrcher, and the drol- 
lery of his terrors in the scene with the robbers excited great merri- 
ment. Miss Taylor was charmingly playful and naive, as Cherry, and 
Miss Ellen Tree, though by no menas so good a JWJre Sullen as Miss 
Chester, who was her predecessor in the part, (and who, as a brother 
critic expressed himself, had corn, wine, and oil, in herlooks,) played 
with great spirit; her description of the return of her sottish husband 
at four in the morning, and his floundering into bed, was given with 
great spirit, and was much applauded. As we expected, we had The 
Vision of the Bard repeated after the Comedy, though its last night 
was announced some days ago. It was followed by Zhe Clutierbucke. 
William Teil, with Sheridan Knowles as the hero, is to be brought 
outon Monday. We have heard that when Peake’s Drama of The 
Smuggler Count was read in the green-room, a certain irascible come- 
dian was in such a rage at a part he expected would have been giveu 
to his wife, being handed to Miss Taylor, that he threatened to throw 
up his and her engagement, however, after consulting his pillow on the 
subject, he altered his tone. 

I’rom the fol!owing statement in the Times of yesterday, it should 
seem that the prices of admission to the two great ‘Theatres are likcly 
to be lowered.—-*A meeting of the following gentlemen connected with 
the Royal ‘Theatres took place on Thursday last at MrRobins’s rooms : 
M.Laporte,Capt Polhi}l, MrRobins, &c. The meeting continued in deli- 
beration fora considerable time, and at length adjourved until Saturday 
last. M, Laporte declared that he had lost a very large sum of mo-

prices of admission, a course which we understand will be adopted 
immediately. 

A new Musical Club, to be called The Trafalgar, (though why it 
should have such a nautieal name we cannot conjecture, unless it be 
from the club-house being in Trafalgar Square,) is ia contemplation. 
It is to be confiaed exclasively to the singing of glees and catches, and 
no professional persons are to be members; their services will be paid 
for, and the members be exclusively amateurs. It has secured several 
high patrons already, and the house has been purchased.
